REVOCATION OF CITIZENSHIP 


The most dangerous new provi- 
sion in the Walter-McCaran Law 
of 1952 affects the rights and: 
liberties of - naturalized citizens. 
Ever since the decision of the U.S. 
Supreme Court in 1943 in the case 
of William Schneiderman, reac- 
tionary forces in the Justice Depar- 
ment and in Congress have tried 
to reverse the Supreme Court's 
position that the democratic rights 
of naturalized citizens are as sacred 
as the rights of native-born citizens. 


The Walter-McCarran Law of 
1952 takes a long step in the di- 
rection of overthrowing the 1943 
decision of the U. S. Supreme 
Court, and establishes the legal 
basis for forcing naturalized citi- 
zens into the status of second-class 
citizens. : 

The new law provides that Amer- 
ican citizenship can be reyoked for 
the concealment of a material fact 
and for willful misrepresentation 
in answering questions on an ap- 
plication for American citizenship. 
This new provision greatly increases 
the dangers created for all natural- 
izéd Americans. It is known that 
the Justice Department will seek 
to revoke the citizenship of 1,200 
naturalized.

In a sense, Mrs. Neff is almost 
an accidental victim of Taft- 
Hartlev and its section 9-(h). 
She was not a responsible offi- 
cial of the local and she was 
tired and convicted in federal 
district. court not for violation 
of T-H, but for perjury. 

Mrs. Neff was found guilty 
May 28. The mother of a mar- 
ried daughter and teen-age twin 
girls, she was sentenced to 10 
years in jail. Courtroom obsery- 
ers were stunned by the severity 
of the sentence. 

The case started with a fed- 
eral grand jury investigation of 
alleged violations of’ the. Taft- 
Hartley affidavit section. Busi- 
ness agent Anthony Valentino of 
Local 80.A has been indicted for 
submitting an allegedly false af- 
fidavit. . 

Mrs. Neff was questioned. in 
connection with Valentino's affi- 
davit. She was alleged to have 
perjured when she denied (1) 
taking part in Communist Party 
meetings in the local’s office, (2) 
collecting Commpnist Party dues 
at the same place and (3) 
handling Communist Party funds.

That we are waging terror raids, killing civilians in- 
discriminately, is admitted by! the Times hen it writes

Thus we have the Times admitting the Korean charge 


that wanton murder is being committed against civilians 
as “pressure” to get an agreement at Panmunjom. 


But even John Foster Dulles, perhaps more respon- 
sible than any one man except Truman for the war, now 
admits that the terror raids will not force the Koreans to 
knuckle down. So the killing—which keeps our casualties 
mounting too—is wanton afd aimed solely at keeping the 
war goiig at all costs. But Americans want a cease-fire 
now, with the POW issue to be settled by negotiation. Let 
everyone demand this.

TWENTY-FIVE YEARS is a 
long time. In that period, many 
people have died—kings, states- 
men, men of great fortunes and 
fame, prosecutors—who are now 
long forgotten. But two humble 
and obscure workers, unknown 
at their arrest in 1920, are not 
forgotten. They are remembered 
with love and sorroow all over 
the world even agp a quarter 
of a century. irited young 
Nicolo Sacco baa the older 
philosophical Bartolomeo Van- 
zetti, “the good shoemaker and 
poor fish peddler,” as Vanzetti 
described them, were electro- 
cuted in the Charleston State 
Prison. of Massachusetts on Aug. 
22, 1927. 

In the seven years of struggle 
which spread throughout the 
U. S. South America, Europe 
and Asia, involving millions of 
people, the shameful “frameup 
system me synonymous with 
American “justice.” The prestige 
of our country was lowered 
everywhere.

These two idealistic 
workers, who had helped to or- 
ganize unions and strikes, called 
themselves “Anarchists.” The 
united front which came to exist 
in their defense included. not 
only anarchists but liberals like 
Felix Frankfurter, now Supreme 
Court judge, and others. of the 
American Civil Liberties Union, 
trade union leaders, including 
William Green and Sidney Hill- 
man.
